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Passenger 
safety on 
public bus 
transport 
in spotlight 


CONCERNS have 
been raised over the 
safety of pupils who 
travel to Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
School on a public 
bus service. 

The ‘village bus’ 
service operated by 
Watts Coaches takes 
passengers from 
Llantwit Major to 
Cowbridge and back, 
and recently, that bus 
was involved in a crash 
at 9.30am. 

There was only one 
passenger on board, and 
both she and the driver 
required hospital treat¬ 
ment. 

However, a member 
of the public has con¬ 
tacted The GEM to say 
that an earlier bus had 
many more passengers - 
including children, and 
passengers were often

forced to stand. She 
said: “People still have 
very clear memories of 
the Cowbridge bus 
crash in December 
2002, when a bus full of 
pupils left the road at 
Ystradowen and collid¬ 
ed with a tree.” 

Stuart Cunningham 
Jones, aged 12, died in 
that crash and a cam¬ 
paigning group, 

‘Stuart’s Campaign’ was 
set up to press for 
improved safety on 
school buses. 

The group has argued 
that school buses should 
have one seat (with a 
seat belt) per pupil, and 
it also says that supervi¬ 
sors should travel on a 
school bus to control 
pupils and stop drivers 


being distracted. 

The village bus is dif¬ 
ferent, because it is a 
scheduled service carry¬ 
ing passengers of all 
ages. The pupils travel¬ 
ling on it have, in the 
main, chosen to go to 
Cowbridge rather than 
the school nearer to 
them, Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive. 

Legislation says that 
the Vale Council is not 
required to put on a bus 
for them, but it does 
issue travel vouchers. 

However, safety cam¬ 
paigners believe that the 
council should still 
make clear demands of 
bus services, so that 
safety is not compro¬ 
mised. 

The GEM asked the 
council a series of ques¬ 
tions.

Fracking: Vale’s

L AST week’s 
report by the 
British 

Geological Survey 
showed that earth¬ 
quakes which took 
place off the 
Lancashire coast 
were very probably 
a consequence of 
‘fracking’ to 
release shale gas. 

That shows Vale of 
Glamorgan councillors 
made the correct deci¬ 
sion in refusing a plan¬ 
ning application to test 
for shale gas in the area 
and in calling for a 
moratorium on shale 
gas exploration - Plaid 
Cymru policy on the 
issue. 

Sadly, though, the 
Welsh Government 
remain resolutely on the 


fence when they should 
be taking a lead, espe¬ 
cially with other local 
authorities - such as 
Bridgend - giving per¬ 
mission for test drilling. 

A cross-Wales policy 
is required, as well as 
wider agreement, so 
that we do not find our¬ 
selves in the ridiculous 
situation that some local 
authorities allow shale 
gas developments on 
their territory, while 
others wisely refuse. 

Geological features 
do not heed local 
authority boundaries!

W ITH reference to The GEM arti¬ 
cle headed ‘Empty homes plan 
goes public’ on November 3, in 
which the council asks residents for their 
views on plans to bring empty homes in 
the Vale back into use, I think this is an 
excellent proposal and fully support the 
idea. 

The article stated that there are more than 1,000 
homes lying empty in the Vale - and I believe these 
should be put to good use to help house the families 
in the Vale waiting for a home. 

The owners of these empty homes obviously have 
no real use for them, as they have generally been left 
empty for very long periods of time, some spanning 
many years, and in most cases, these properties have 
been allowed to deteriorate to a very poor state. 

It is common knowledge that any property that is 
left empty for a long period of time is bound to dete¬ 
riorate. Some of these properties have had the win¬ 
dows and doors boarded up and generally have the 
effect of lowering the general standard of the sur¬ 
rounding area where they are situated. 

Any empty property that is brought back into use 
is one less property that is required to be built, so it’s 
a win-win situation for the community. 

Another family is housed, the area in which the 
property is situated is improved, and one less house 
is required to be built, and therefore saving consider¬ 
able expense. 

Also there is an element of environmental protec¬ 
tion associated with this approach, as it means one 
less plot of green environmental land is required for 
house building.

1 AM surprised 
that you have 
given such 
prominence to 
remarkably petty 
and unrealistic 
complaints about 
the lack of an 
indoor cash point at 
HSBC. 

Cash points are, in 
general, available to cus¬ 
tomers on a 24-hour 
basis - to provide an 
indoor facility would 
have to entail major 
structural and expensive 
alterations to the bank - 
its rather antiquated 
design would not lend 
itself easily to such alter¬ 
ations. 

As a very regular user 
of Cowbridge cash 
machines, I cannot recall 
ever having to queue in 
“the pouring rain” in 
order to access some 
cash, due mainly to there 


within 300 yards of each 
other on the High Street. 

The machine situated 
at Tesco Express is shel¬ 
tered, but if the weather 
is so severe that this is 
unacceptable, one can 
pop over the road where 
Lloyds Bank has an 
indoor facility, available 
to all cash card holders, 
including HSBC cus¬ 
tomers. 

The other options are 
to wait until the “pouring 
rain” abates, or enter the 
HSBC building (during 
business hours) and 
obtain the cash from the 
counter staff. 

I have no connection 
with HSBC, and wish to 
finish by asking these 
angry customers to get a 
reality check.

Question: What’s in a game? 


1 HAVE followed the 
war of words in The 
GEM between Colin 
Evans and Christopher 
Short on the subject of 
why rugby is regarded as 
the national sport of 
Wales. 

I detect class envy in Mr 
Short’s views in that anything 
which originates in the English 
public schools must be rejected. 
That eliminates a great number 
of sports, not just rugby. 

Take soccer, for example: In 
1848, two former pupils of 
Shrewsbury and Eton went to 
Cambridge University and found 
a number of different versions of 


football, according to which pub¬ 
lic school a student had attended. 

They thought that it would be 
better if there were only one 
game as an alternative to rugby 
and, so, the game of soccer 
emerged. Athletics has a similar 
history. 

It is not surprising that these 
games were formulated via the 
public school system, since, at 
that time there was little, or no, 
state system of education 

Mr Short mentions basketball, 
about which I know quite a lot. It 
is possibly the only international¬ 
ly-recognised game which was 
invented by one person. He was 
Dr James Naismith at the YMCA 
in Springfield, Mass., USA, in 
1891. 


It is surprising, therefore, that 
it spread so rapidly that it was 
included in the 1936 Berlin 
Olympics. It is hardly a candi¬ 
date for the Welsh national game. 

It reached Barry in only 1960, 
when I, as PE master, introduced 
it in the new, one and only, court 
in the gymnasium at Barry Boys’ 
Grammar School. 

Why rugby union is regarded 
as our national game may well 
need a long sociological essay, 
but it may be something to do 
with the grammar school system 
and this is probably anathema to 
Mr Short.

Housing association 
seeks support for 
a new development 


NEWYDD Housing 

Association has urged peo¬ 
ple in the area outside 
Cowbridge to support its 
application for a new hous¬ 
ing development. 

The proposed development 
of eight semi-detached houses 
would be at a small community 
on the Cowbridge to St Athan 
road. 

The proposal is to be consid¬ 
ered by the Vale planning com¬ 
mittee today, November 17. 

Last month, we reported that 
local residents at The Herberts 
had argued that the develop¬ 
ment was in an unsuitable loca¬ 
tion and would provide a prece¬ 
dent for houses in other green 
field sites across the Vale. 

The housing association says 
that through a local lettings pol¬ 
icy, written in partnership with 
Llanfair Community Council 
and the Vale Council, high qual¬ 
ity new homes at The Herberts 
would only be available to peo¬ 


ple in the local area, or to those 
with a local connection and 
looking to move back into the 
community. 

Paul Roberts, the chief exec¬ 
utive of Newydd, said: “The 
need for affordable homes in 
rural areas in the Vale is great. 

“We anticipate a high 
demand from local people, 
should this development get 
approval. 

“It is vital that this develop¬ 
ment gets the support it 
deserves, as these homes will 
provide affordable homes and 
excellent services, helping to 
ensure this community is sus¬ 
tainable for years to come.” 

Mr Roberts said people could 
contact Val Cox of Newydd 
Housing Association at 
val.cox@newydd.co.uk or call 
02920 005462 to express an 
interest and show their support. 

Two drop-in public consulta¬ 
tion events were held at the pri¬ 
mary school in Llanfair before 
the proposals went to the plan¬ 


ning committee. Newydd said 
that following the meetings it 
modified its plans to reflect the 
needs of the local community. 

A section 106 contribution 
has been agreed between 
Newydd and the Vale Council, 
which will be used within the 
local community to improve 
facilities if the development gets 
approval by the Vale planning 
committee. 

The housing association told 
The GEM that Llanfair 
Community Council representa¬ 
tives had been in discussions 
with the Vale Council, and will 
make an application to use this 
financial contribution to 
improve a footpath currently 
used by local schoolchildren as a 
safe route to school. 

However, when The GEM 
spoke to residents last month, 
they said that people in 30 local 
houses had written to the Vale 
Council to object to the houses, 
and that the view was unani- 


School fundraising hits 

the final total {well, almost!) 


THE fundraising 
campaign that was 
launched to help 
provide extra fea¬ 
tures for the new 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
School has been 
closed - almost! 

The 'almost' comes 
about because the 
fund has come tanta- 
lisingly close to its 
£200,000 target, and 
the chairman of the 
Sir Thomas Mansel 
Franklen Trust, 
Michael Clay, said 
that he would love to 
be able to take a late 
donation that would 
hit the target. 

The 'final' total is 
£189,29, representing 
two-and-a-half years’ 
efforts, and Mr Clay 
singled out the efforts 
of the school’s recent¬ 
ly-retired sports 
teacher, Mr Hugh 
Williams, as a stal¬ 
wart of the fundrais¬ 
ing effort. 

He said: “Hugh was 
personally responsible 
for raising £17,418 
through a golf day, 
donations, and gift 
aid. 

“On top of that, he 
was absolutely instru¬ 
mental in the success¬ 
ful grant application 
to the England and 
Wales Cricket Board, 


which was for 
£30,963.” 

That particular 
grant paid for indoor 
nets and, more impor¬ 
tantly, lighting that is 
up to international 
standard for indoor 
facilities. 

Mr Clay said that 
local cricket clubs 
were enthusiastically 
making use of these 
nets, and that the fees 
they paid would go 
back into funding 
activities in the school. 

The breakdown of 
the fundraising effort 
shows that personal 
donations and gift aid 
accounted for more 
than £63,000, while 
charities and trusts 
had contributed 
£64,071. 

The sponsored brick 
appeal had raised 
more than £3,000, and 
a sponsored bike ride 


£1,093. Mr Clay 
added that the 'gift 
aid' system, whereby 
personal donations 
trigger a ‘tax back’ 
donation from the 
Government, had 
been a big help to the 
fundraising effort. 

Perhaps with an eye 
on raising that final 
£11,000, he said: “In 
the case of a higher 


rate taxpayer, the 
combination of tax 
relief and gift aid 
means that the charity 
receives £1,000 from a 
personal donation 
that costs the donor 
just £480!”

Should passengers stand on buses? 


(CONTINUED 
FROM PAGE 1) 

• How many pupils travel on 
the village bus to Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School? 

• Was a risk assessment done at 
the start of the school year? 

• Have seats been ‘reserved’ for 
the pupils to avoid overcrowding 
and pupils having to stand? 

• Has consideration been given 
to a supervisor to monitor pupils’ 
behaviour? 

Rob Thomas, head of planning 
and transportation at the Vale 
Council, said: “The majority of 
pupils who travel on the village 
bus to Cowbridge Comprehensive 
School do so because their parents 
have exercised their choice to 
send them to an out-of-catchment 
school. 

“The Vale Council does not 


have a statutory duty to provide 
home to school transport in such 
cases. 

“There are a total of 25 pupils 
who have a council bus pass to 
travel on the publicly-accessible 
village bus service to Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School but more 
pupils travel privately under their 
own arrangements. 

“As the village bus is a pub¬ 
licly-accessible service, it is the 
duty of the bus operator to carry 
out a risk assessment. 

“At peak times, the bus can be 
busy, but as this service is not a 
dedicated school bus, the council 
is not able to reserve seats for 
pupils, as is the case on dedicated 
school buses.” 

Mr Thomas added: “In terms of 
home to school transport for sec¬ 
ondary schools, the council does 


not supply escorts but a number of 
services employ CCTV cameras 
and there are effective arrange¬ 
ments in place to take appropriate 
action in instances where action is 
warranted. 

“In addition, any bus operator 
is at liberty to refuse to carry any 
pupil who misbehaves although 
there are effective communication 
arrangements between operators, 
the school and the council to 
allow such cases to be dealt with 
promptly, efficiently and impor¬ 
tantly, consistently.” 

A spokesman for Watts 
Coaches told The GEM that the 
bus involved in the collision 
“fully complied with all of the 
requirements of the Vale Council 
which provides the subsidy for the 
village bus services”.

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‘Flying Vet’ faces allegations 
he harassed a psychiatrist 


THE trial has 
begun at Cardiff 
Magistrates Court 
of ‘Vale Flying Vet’, 
Maurice Kirk, who 
faces allegations 
that he repeatedly 
harassed one of 
Britain’s leading 
forensic psychia¬ 
trists. 

It is claimed he had 
printed and displayed 
posters stating “wanted 
dead or alive” in respect 
of Dr Tegwen Williams 
whose photograph was 
also displayed. 

At one stage during 
the proceedings, Mr 
Kirk said he was being 
kept unlawfully in cus¬ 
tody at Cardiff Prison 
and added: “I have just 
been beaten up by 17 
prison officers. It was 
caught on video as they 
dragged me from the 
hospital wing to the pun¬ 
ishment block.” 

Kirk, who now lives 
in France, did not enter a 
plea to the charge of 
harassment. 

District Judge John 
Charles said he took this 
as ‘not guilty’ and said 
there would be a trial. 

Mr Kirk said the case 
was “a side show” and 
said “I’ve had 20 years 
of bullying by South 
Wales Police.” 

He was given a copy

of the charge, but 
screwed it into a ball and 
threw it at the bench. 

He was warned that if 
he did it again, he would 
have to leave the dock. 

Said Mr Kirk: “If I 
plead guilty, will I have 
bail? I want this case 
tape recorded. I want the 
sentence dealt with in 
the crown court and I 
object to the charge.” 

He then added: “I am 
66 and I have been on 
hunger strike.” 

Prosecutor Gareth 
Evans alleges that Mr 
Kirk contacted the 
Caswell Clinic, 

Bridgend where Dr 
Williams is the clinical 
director and requested 
an up to date photograph 
of him. 

He also went to Barry 
town centre and on his 
vehicle displayed “want¬ 
ed dead or alive” posters 
of Dr Williams. 

It is claimed that he 
also sent him such a 
poster, disseminated 
them outside Cardiff 
central police station, 
displayed them on his 
website, tried to address 
Dr Williams at the 
Plough and Harrow pub, 
Vale of Glamorgan, and 
attended the clinic with 
such posters. 

Andy Davies, an 
employee at the clinic, 


giving evidence to the 
court, said that on May 
13, Mr Kirk parked in an 
emergency vehicle area 
outside the premises and 
said he wanted an up to 
date photograph of Dr 
Williams to “use on a 
poster to expose Dr 
Williams”. 

Said Mr Davies: “He 
said Dr Williams was a 
fraudster and had com¬ 
mitted crimes against 
medicine.” 

The matter, said Mr 
Davies, was reported to 
the police. 

Mr Kirk requested 
several boxes of files be 
brought into the court 
room. 

The judge said that 
was not necessary, to 
which Mr Kirk said: 
“I’m telling you they 
are.” 

Said the judge: 
“Don’t tell me any¬ 
thing.” 

Mr Kirk’s response 
was “Alright, I won’t 
speak.” 

He later said he saw 
no purpose in the trial 
continuing, as he could 
not conduct his case 
without the documents. 

The judge then said 
he was not prepared to 
allow Mr Kirk to cross- 
examine witnesses. 

“I am not prepared to 
have witnesses be sub-

The judge refused a 
request for bail and Mr 
Kirk was led from the 
dock by six security offi¬ 
cers . 

He shouted: “This 
part of the UK has an 
inherent culture of 
defeat.” 

He also shouted: “I 
fear for my life if I go 
back to prison.” 

At a second hearing 
this week, duty solicitor 
Tom Trobe said he had 
been instructed by Mr 
Kirk to say that he 
required immediate 
medical attention in his 
cell, and if forced to 
attend the court hearing, 
to request legal text 
books. 

Mr Trobe said that Mr 
Kirk added that there 
had been a change of cir¬ 
cumstances. 

The judge said Mr 
Kirk had to have a solic¬ 
itor, either of his own 
choosing, or one chosen 
by the court. 

A total of nine wit¬ 
nesses are expected to 
give evidence. 

The case was 
adjourned until 

November 29.

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Fracking issue aired 
at Assembly briefing 


THE controversial 
subject of ‘fracking’ 
and shale gas 
extraction was aired 
at a briefing session 
in the National 
Assembly last week. 

It was sponsored by 
Vale AM Jane Hutt and 
organised by the Co¬ 
operative Group and the 
Vale Says No Campaign. 

The AM reported: “I 
was pleased to sponsor 
this event on shale gas 
exploration, which is an 
issue that has provoked 
very strong feelings here 
in the Vale, but also on a 
national scale. 

“Chris Shearlock, 
environment manager at 
the Co-operative, briefed 
members on the poten¬ 
tially catastrophic envi¬ 
ronmental impacts of the 
fracking process, and

The hostel has been 
transformed, thanks to 
a £650,000 council 
refit. The money has 
been used to convert 
the original 24 single¬ 
room building into a 
new modern 21-room 
facility.

Each room has its 
own bathroom, with 
four providing dis¬ 
abled access and one 
of mobility standard. 

The hostel caters for 
people from all kinds 
of backgrounds, 
including care-leavers, 
ex-servicemen and 
women and families. 
New system 
The council has 
recently launched a 
new system for the 
payment of school 
meals and music les¬ 
sons, which is proving 
immensely popular 
with parents. 

More than 66 per 
cent of eligible schools 
in the Vale of 


Glamorgan have 
signed up to the sys¬ 
tem, which was intro¬ 
duced in response to 
the increasing number 
of people who manage 
their finances using 
web and telephone- 
based methods. 

Our finance team 
tell me, that since the 
system was launched 
on August 16, the 
school meals payment 
system has taken a 
total of £44,817.40, 
paying for a total of 
23,585 meals - 
£40,169.80 of that total 
has come as online 
payments and 
£4,647.60 as telephone 
payments. 

Council officers are 
looking at the feasibili¬ 
ty of bringing the 
Vale’s comprehensive 
schools into the system 
in the New Year.

Charity’s back 
to work scheme 

A CHARITY that helps sick, wounded 
and injured ex-service men and women 
find work, has met with businesses in the 
Yale to discuss bringing its services to the 
Vale.

(arrow) in position and clicking, will do the trick. 
Not on this occasion. 

The programme might have become corrupted and 
need to be re-installed. This usually re-sets all the 
original defaults and everything is OK afterwards. 

But before going to those lengths, it was suggest¬ 
ed that the curser be placed in one of the preceding 
boxes and when the typing for that box was done, 
press the TAB key. 

This normally moves the cursor to the next box. 
This is easily demonstrated using any dialogue box. 
If that fails to work, then a re-install looks like the 
best bet. 

A member was interested in creating forms that 
could be forwarded by email for completion and 
return. The problem was leaving designated spaces 
for information to be entered. When information is 
entered, the setting out of the form is disturbed. 

It is such a common problem that the chairman fell 
back on the comforting thought that so many people 
will want to do exactly that sort of thing that it must 
be possible ~ it,s just a matter of finding the answer. 

A partial solution would be to mark the space with 
a special underline by holding down Cntrl + U + 
Shift. The spacebar will then type an underline that 
will not vanish when someone types on it. 
Unfortunately, the Insert/Overwrite toggle key has 
no effect within the defined area, but excess under¬ 
lines can be readily deleted. Better, but not ideal. 

An easier query taken after the session was over, 
dealt with recovering files accidentally deleted. 
Such files are held in the Recycle Bin until deleted 
from there (unless, of course, you held down the 
Shift Key when you were deleting it.) 

This is the kind of problem that should encourage 
us all to do our backing up regularly, but we, ve been 
through all that recently! 

The evening was largely fruitful and we reminded 
ourselves of the use that can be made of the Agony 
Columns on the Web and Google will often point to 
an answer " as might the Microsoft website.

“They’ve shaken 
hands with us and con¬ 
gratulated us on what 
we’ve done over the 
years. There has been 
real appreciation.” 

Graham’s National 
Service was served with 
the Royal Artillery in 
Germany from 1954-56, 
and he is a proud mem¬ 
ber of the Royal British 
Legion. 

Graham and Barbara 


had raised approximate¬ 
ly £40,000 in the pre¬ 
ceding eight years, and 
were optimistic that if 
they had a sensational 
two weeks this year, 
they might reach 
£10,000 and top 
£50,000.

COOK TAKES THE 
NURSERY GROUP 
TO FIVE STARS 
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November 
news from 
the Fonmon 
Apiary

I T has been a 
busy enough 
year so far, and 
contrary to all of 
the literature writ¬ 
ten on the craft of 
beekeeping, it is 
not over yet. 

To all intents and pur¬ 
poses, the bees should 
have settled into their 
winter clusters - but this 
is not happening at all, 
far from it - the current 
mild weather is seeing 
the bees as busy as they 
have ever been. 

What does it advise 
in the literature? Well, it 
advises you that the bee¬ 
keeping year begins in 
the autumn, and it is at 
this time of the year you 
should be thinking of 
treating the bees for 
Varroa Mites, as any 
bees emerging now will 
be the ones to take the 
colony through the win¬ 
ter. 

Of course, as they 
emerge from their cells, 
they will be accompa¬ 
nied by the mites that 
carried out their breed¬ 
ing cycle in the same 
sealed cell as the newly- 
emerged bee. 

Your treatment will 
help to reduce the num¬ 
ber of mites that will go 
through the winter with 
the bees. It also advises 
that you remove any 
supers that you wish to 
keep containing honey, 
as you may contaminate 
the contents with any 
substances that are used 
to treat for Varroa - and 
as some treatments are 
chemically based, this is 
sound advice. 

As of yet, there is no 
all year round treatment 
available to treat for 
Varroa. 

The next step, is to 
ensure that the bees 
have enough stores to 
see them through the 
winter period; the rec¬ 
ommended amount is in 


the region of 401b per 
hive. 

If honey has been 
taken off, then feeding 
sugar-syrup (white sugar 
mixed with water) to 
make up the shortfall 
must be done, all this 
has to be done while the 
temperatures are still 
high enough to allow 
the bees to process the 
syrup to a consistency 
that suits them and also 
to allow them time to 
make wax and seal over 
the cells into which they 
put the syrup. 

In some years, this 
has been sound advice 
and it has worked very 
well; however, this year 
as stated it is a little dif¬ 
ferent, temperatures are 
up and the bees are very 
active, many of the so 
called winter bees will 
have died by now and 
been replaced by our 
still laying queens, all 
the active bees need 
food to convert into 
energy to allow the 
colony to perform and 
of course any syrup fed 
to the bees will no doubt 
be being consumed to 
provide this energy 
demand. 

You will have to keep 
on feeding, so as to 
ensure stores are there 
when needed. So far, I 
have not yet treated any 
hives for Varroa, as I am 
still feeding some 
colonies, it is usual to 
have all feeding done 
before applying 
Varroacides! 

The bees can be put 
off accepting the syrup 
by the application of 
mite treatments. Late as 
it is, I still intend to 
treat for Varroa before 
the month is out. 

Many more bees die 
of starvation than 
through the ravages of 
Varroa - hence my 
desire to have the bees 
well stored and to tackle 
the Varroa second.

of; they can also be tried 
on counts of failure to 
create anything other 
than cardboard cut-out 
characters - dialogue so 
wooden, you could carve 
a rocking chair out of it 
- and a distinct lack of 
invention. 

While the concept of 
gods fighting titans is 
something of a thrilling 
one, it is reduced to a 
boring concept by the 
writers, neither of whom 
bring anything meaning¬ 
ful or worthwhile to the 
proceedings. 

The malaise stretches 
to the performances with 
the cast having the mis¬ 
fortune of bringing the 
Parlapanides' script to 
life and attempting to do 
something good with it. 
So you have bright 
young thing Henry 
Cavill gamely trying his 
best with a character 
straight from the cliched 
book of leading man 
stereotypes, right down 
to a gamely-delivered 
'rousing' speech that has 
all the impact of a pillow 
on steel. That Cavill 
will be bringing 
Superman to life isn't too 
concerning - he has a 
degree of charm and 
ability that a better script 
would make better use 
of, but here he is fight¬ 
ing a losing battle. 

Mickey Rourke 
appears to be enjoying 
the chance to earn 
money just by showing 
up; his evil king again 


cut from the cliched 
cloth that bore Theseus. 
He seems unconcerned 
about creating an indeli¬ 
ble character, his per¬ 
formance smacking of 
the utmost laziness. 

Underneath them, the 
likes of Freida Pinto, 
Stephen Dorff, Fuke 
Evans and John Hurt all 
test the credulity of their 
equity cards with weak 
to poor performances, 
meaning that a fairly 
decent cast are undone 
by turns that aren't par¬ 
ticularly good and fail to 
overcome the shortcom¬ 
ings of the writing. 

The only light at the 
end of this rather dark 
tunnel lies in the direc¬ 
tion of Singh, who even 
though seeming to have 
an off-day, offers enough 
stylised visuals to dis¬ 
tract from the dross else¬ 
where. 

Using a (fairly) seam¬ 
less blend of set and 
CGI, along with enough 
slow-motion to make 
even Zack Snyder jeal¬ 
ous, the film maintains a 
visual interest even 
when all around it is 
crumbling; had Singh 
been able to marshal a 


better script, then 
Immortals would cer¬ 
tainly be a worthy piece 
of work that, like the 
best films, balances what 
you see on screen with a 
compelling narrative. 

However, like much of 
Hollywood's blockbuster 
output, Immortals has 
plenty of style and very 
little substance and 
though the hard-hitting 
action and style covers 
some cracks, it is unable 
to shore up what is a 
very poor piece of work 
indeed. 

VERDICT - Visually 
impressive, Immortals 
certainly looks the part - 
but dig a little deeper 
and no amount of clever 
direction from Tarsem 
Singh can overcome the 
woeful script and weak 
turns. Its fantasy 
grounding and visceral 
violence may draw cer¬ 
tain people in, but those 
who prefer to be enter¬ 
tained mentally, as well 
as visually, should keep 
away. Poor.

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Fugitive evaded 
police for 16 years 


A BUILDER who 
succeeded in evad¬ 
ing the police who 
had a warrant for 
his arrest, for 16 
years, has been 
jailed for ten 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

For every one of 
those years, said barris¬ 
ter Nicholas Gedge, 60- 
year-old Peter Nevell, 
had been looking over 
his shoulder. 

Nevell, of Rowan 
Drive, Porthcawl, had 
admitted possessing 
amphetamine in April 
1994 ,and dangerous 
driving and assaulting 
the police in January 
1995. 

At the latest hearing, 
he admitted a charge of 
absconding while on 
bail. 

Nevell had pleaded 
not guilty to stealing an 
£800 Giro cheque and 
the prosecution offered 
no evidence. 

Recorder Huw Rees 
said: “He was at large 
for a remarkably long 
time. It is a highly 
unusual case.” 

He told Nevell: “You 
should have been sen¬ 
tenced in 1995, but you

made a conscious deci¬ 
sion to abscond and fla¬ 
grantly breached your 
bail. 

“You even went 
abroad and obtained 
employment; you 
returned about six years 
ago, but you continued 
to avoid justice. 

“You were always 
wily enough to avoid 
detection. A deterrent 
sentence is called for.” 

Prosecutor Ruth 
Smith said that in April 
1994, two police offi¬ 
cers were on duty in 
Mary Street, Porthcawl, 
and saw Nevell parking 
his car. They 
approached and he 
began shouting obsceni¬ 
ties at them. 

When they said they 
wanted to search him, 
he became agitated. 

The officers found 
36.5 grammes of 
amphetamine. 

Nevell said it was for 
personal use and he had 
“been using it for 
years.” 

On January 13, 1995, 
while on bail, police 
officers saw Nevell driv¬ 


ing at high speed 
through the centre of 
Bridgend. 

He was seen to pull 
across the paths of 
oncoming vehicles. 

Nevell accelerated 
away from the officers, 
turned his vehicle 
around and gave the 
police a ‘V’ sign. 

At 80 miles per hour, 
he headed for Newton, 
the vehicle zig-zagging 
across the road and 
crossing double white 
lines. 

Nevell reached the 
M4 and the pursuing 
police were unable to 
close with him. 

A police patrol car 
joined in the chase as 
Nevell hit 90 miles per 
hour, exiting at the 
Pencoed intersection 
where he suddenly lost 
control. 

Ms Smith said that he 
left the car and kicked 
out at one of the offi¬ 
cers, and burned one on 
the wrist with a cigarette 
lighter. 

A civilian in the 
vicinity helped to sub¬ 
due Nevell. 


“He was in a raging 
temper, spitting and 
shouting,” said Ms 
Smith. 

He was said to have 
previous convictions for 
two armed robberies, for 
which he was jailed for 
seven and nine years 
respectively for burglary 
and possessing drugs. 

Mr Gedge said: 
“Nevell was in the ’90s 
at the tailend of his 
criminal career. 

“He has totally turned 
around his life, after 
spending a considerable 
period in prison. 

“He describes his 
behaviour as that of an 
idiot. He cannot explain 
his dangerous driving 
and it is more through 
luck than judgement 
there were no collisions 
or injuries.” 

He said the posses¬ 
sion of the ampheta¬ 
mines was a symptom of 
the life he was then 
leading. 

He added: “Through 
his own efforts, he has 
rebuilt his life, and is 
well-known and well- 
liked. His criminal atti¬ 
tudes are in the past, and 
behind him.” 

Nevell was also dis¬ 
qualified from driving 
for one year.

piece. 

It is intended to use

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finery to switch on the 
lights. 

Janet Moisan told 
The GEM that next 
year was an exciting 
year for the town, and 
traders felt that 
Llantwit, now that the 
town improvements 
were complete, was 
in a strong position to 
take advantage. 

She said: “We are 
very conscious that 
the Welsh National 
Eisteddfod will be 
coming to Llandow in 
August 2012, and we 
see this as a great 
opportunity to let visi¬ 
tors find out more 
about Llantwit, and to 
see the town at its 
best.”

A nyone 

pouring a 
bottle of 

bleach into a local 
pond or river 
would be consid¬ 
ered an environ¬ 
mental criminal. 

But when bleach, 
laundry detergents, or 
hair dye are flushed 
down the sink, day in 
day out, then many of 
the toxic chemicals end 
up in that exact same 
water system. 

Waste water treatment 
isn’t set up to filter out 
household chemicals, so 
many substances are 
simply discharged into 
our rivers and, eventual¬ 
ly, the sea. 

Scientists have found 
fragrance molecules in 
fish tissue and they 
know that chemicals in 
our oil-based detergents 
disrupt fish reproduc¬ 
tion. 

But it’s not just bad 
news for the fish, it’s 
bad news for the fish 
eaters as well.

report last 
week on the 
problems of dog 
fouling at sports 
pitches in Llantwit 
Major, was a very 
welcome focus on a 
problem which has 
been a major issue 
for some time. 

Certainly, the football 
club fully supports our 
colleagues at the rugby 
club. 

It is, without excep¬ 
tion, an issue at every 
game and despite the 
best efforts of club 
members to check the 
pitches before we play, 
some Tittle parcels’ do 
get missed - but we 
should not have to do 
this in the first place. 

We have raised the 
issue with the Vale 
Council (with the sup¬ 
port of Coun Gwyn 
John) but little has been 
done. 

In fact, the sight of an 
enforcement officer is 
as rare these days as a 
defeat for our first 
team!. 

We also agree with 
Coun Downe that it’s 
an enforcement issue - 
and on this subject, the 
Vale have told us the 


following: A dog war¬ 
den patrols the Llantwit 
area once a week 
(clearly never a 
Saturday ) and in the 
last year only four fixed 
penalty notices for dog 
fouling have been paid. 

They also claim that a 
fortnightly Saturday 
morning visit takes 
place by the enforce¬ 
ment officer during the 
winter football season 
(so no use for the crick¬ 
et boys, then!) 

I think the ball (of 
both shapes) is 
now with the Vale 
Council, to see how 
they respond to the 
issue. 

If enforcement is the 
problem, then do what 
other councils have 
done - and ban dogs 
from the sports pitches. 

As we know, many 
dog owners are 
responsible - but it’s 
not these we have the 
problems with. 

Vale Council, it’s time 
to act!

These fields are a fantastic 
place for owners and dogs to 
meet and socialise with each 
other, as well as providing a 
safe area for exercise and 
training that is valued and 


looked after by the majority. 

I regularly use these areas 
with my own dogs and take 
pride in cleaning up after 
them. 

I have overheard some own¬ 
ers complaining of the lack of 
free doggy bags in the library: 
“If they’ve stopped giving free 
bags why should I pick it up?” 

Doggy bags are not expen¬ 
sive! 

It’s so simple to clean up 
after your dog and it’s a 
responsibility that should be 
taken more seriously by some.

We currently salt almost half of the Council's entire road network (no council applies saJt to 
all its roods) We have a legal requirement to salt our roads and this requirement 
extends only to what is practical. We prioritise our treatment ensuring that major roads, 
industrial and commercial routes and man accesses to villages and towns arc included 


Our Civl Protection Unit will co-ordinate our work to 
ensure that high prionty services continue to be 
delivered Our staff are ready to act and. regardless of 
their normal day-to-day roles, thus large staff resource 
ts able to be quickly targeted towards addressing any 
extreme weather events.

We have nine salting routes which each cake two hours to complete We have 10 purpose- 
built salt spreading vehicles available 24 hours a day and four 4x4 vehicles for use in snow and 
ice conations. In addition we have snow blowers, towable salt spreaders, tractor mounted 
snowploughs, snow clearance eqinpment and pedestrian salt spreaders

News from Penarth and 
District Ramblers 

Stepping into the local shoot! 


GERAINT and his tri¬ 
coloured sheepdog Patch 
recently began a series of win¬ 
ter walks around the Wenvoe 
area, all of which begin from 
the War Memorial next to the 
village pub. 

The group of five headed out past 
the 12th century village church dedi¬ 
cated to St Mary, the group took 
paths through houses to emerge into 
the fields above the Wenvoe garden 
centre, which led them to 
Burdonshill. 

Entering part of the Wenvoe golf 
course, the group edged along the 
boundary to follow the footpath 
downhill. 

Unfortunately, the group walked 
straight into the middle of the local 
shoot and had to wait until it was safe 
to continue. 

After walking the length of the 
northern edge of the Goldsland Wood, 
the group crossed fields and eventual¬ 
ly arrived at the long caim at St 
Lythans. This Neolithic chambered 
tomb is also known as Gwal-y-Filiast, 
or the ‘greyhound bitches kennel’ as 
apparently it was once used as an ani¬ 
mal shelter during the 1800s. 


Circumnavigating the top end of 
the Goldsland Wood, it was interest¬ 
ing to note that the remains of seven 
Neolithic humans were excavated 
from a cave that stood between the 
wood and the burial chamber, togeth¬ 
er with pottery and flint blades. 

Then turning south with views out 
towards the Bristol Channel, the 
group headed through sheep-filled 
fields in the Goldsland Valley and 
crossing the bridge over the 
Goldsland Brook climbed gently to 
New Wallace Farm. 

They strolled along the lane that 
runs through the Wenvoe golf course 
which was founded in 1936 around 
Wenvoe Castle, a mansion house that 
was the home of Hugh Jenner the 
club’s first president, before returning 
back to Wenvoe village. 

On November 19, meet at 9am at 
the Wenvoe War Memorial for a four- 
mile easy/moderate walk taking in the 
Salmon Leaps at Cwrt yr Ala; contact

Some ghostly 
goings on at 
Ogmore castle! 


ESTABLISHED by Williams 
de Londres in 1116, the first 
castle on the site at Ogmore 
was constructed using earth 
and timber. 

This was around the time of the 
Norman invasion, and eventually the 
castle and additional keep were built 
using stone for strength against 
enemy attack. 

The inner ward is still visible, as 
well as the great tower, which was 
built by William’s son Maurice de 
Londres, after his father death in 
1126. 

It was likely to have been a spec¬ 
tacular sight as it spanned three sto¬ 
ries with a fireplace on the ground 
floor. Staircases for the first floor 
were added for apartments to accom¬ 
modate the Lord and his family. 

Across from the main castle another 
building was added during the 12th 
Century, although only ruins of the 
cellar remain today. 

The de Londres family still owned 
the castle during the 13th Century and 
they added more new buildings to the 
site where the foundations are still 
visible. 

Buildings which probably stood 
there include a gatehouse and a great 
hall. Indications of an original draw¬ 
bridge are still evident beside the gate 
passage. 

However, the castle is unlikely to 
have figured in any substantial bat¬ 
tles. 

Other significant names relating to 
the castle include Payn de Chaworth, 


Lord of Kidwelly and his heiress 
Matilda who married Henry, Earl of 
Lancaster in 1298. 

Ogmore castle then became part of 
the Duchy of Lancaster and served as 
a courthouse during the 14th Century. 

The ghostly image of a man has 
been seen on many occasions by 
unsuspecting visitors, gliding across 
the stepping stones seemingly looking 
for hidden treasure. 

Why would this lifelike gentleman 
want to return to the place where he 
failed in his quest to seek his fortune 
in another world now beyond his 
grasp? 

The spectral image of a bearded 
man has been identified roaming 
around the castle grounds as if lost in 
time. Could this frightful figure be 
that of a poacher executed on the land 
many years ago, reluctant to leave the 
place where he met his end? 

Another phantom entity has been 
seen crossing the water displaying 
himself as a soldier. 

Could this gallant spirit be guarding 
someone during his time on the 
earth’s plane, or just a confused spirit 
abandoned in an environment that he 
would no longer recognise? 

The serene face of a little girl has 
been spotted at the window of the 
castle turret emulating the feeling of 
sadness. 

Could this sad image be a reflection 
of the conditions of our distant past? 
the mysteries go on..

as ‘Mr Silver Ball’ 
through his efforts in 
organising one of 
Wales’ most prestigious 
rugby competitions. 

Howard has spent a 
lifetime working tire¬ 
lessly to make 
Glamorgan county 
rugby the success story 
it is, especially when 
you see how the profes¬ 
sional game has seen 
many counties cease to 
exist. 

As fixture secretary 
and secretary Howard 
has run the county side 
in meticulous fashion, 
allowing them to field 
sides to help clubs 
throughout the district, 
and even further afield 
to celebrate centenaries 
and other milestones in 
style, and of course 
there have been numer¬ 
ous charity games. 

A Glamorgan county 
cap is one of the most 
prized possessions in 
Welsh rugby, and David 
East said he was hon¬ 
oured to be president of 
the county before hand¬ 
ing over to Dennis 
Gethin recently, and 
thanked Howard for his 
tremendous efforts over 
the years. 

Howard responded in 
his own modest, inim¬ 
itable style, bringing 
howls of laughter from 
the room, yet he was 
obviously taken aback 
by the presentation from 
David East of a silver 
supper club dragon to 
mark his long and suc¬ 
cessful service to 
Glamorgan county and 
Welsh rugby. 

Next Dewi called 
upon WRU president 
Dennis Gethin to say a 
few words. 

Dennis pointed out 
that his first dealings 
with David were during 
the troubled times of the 
miners’ strike but they 
later became good 
friends. 

Dennis said he felt 
privileged to speak at a 
function thanking David 
East who, for decades,

David East accepted 
the incredible portait 
with a great deal of 
emotion and thanked 
Brian for being so kind 
in his interpretation 
which was done from 
photographs. 

Turning to Dewi, 
David said what a won¬ 
derful job Dewi had 
done in making the 
Supper Club so popular. 

David said when he 
moved away for person¬ 
al reasons he hoped the 
Supper Club would not 
die and in fact it is still 
blossoming thanks to 
Dewi’s efforts. 

David said like most 
great things it happens 
because people want it 
and modestly played 
down his role in the 
Supper Club. 

He went on to say he 
was a lucky man, hav¬ 
ing enjoyed a great 
police career and being 
involved for many years 
with a variety of sports. 

David pointed to the 
two referees present, 
Derek Be van, who he 
rated the best-ever, and 
Nigel Whitehouse, a 
poacher-tumed-game- 
keeper who played for 
the Police side when 
David was involved, as 
did Phil Noble a talent¬ 
ed scrum half. David 
shared a few memories 
of some tours with the 
Police XVs which are 
covered by the ‘what 
goes on tour, stays on 
tour’ rule! 

David openly con¬ 
fessed to being sports 
mad, and thanked those 
present for their support 
over the years and 
expressed his honour in 
being invited back for 
the evening. 

Initially, he was 
almost lost for words, 
and his thank-you to 
those present came from 
the heart. 

After a warm round 
of applause for David, 
Roger Lewis WRU 
group chief executive 
expressed his respect 
for a great former secre¬ 
tary of the WRU who 
had contributed so 
much to Welsh rugby, 
particularly through the 
South Wales Police set¬ 
up. 

Roger spoke of his 
visits to the Supper 
Club and the warm wel¬ 
come and friendship 
offered to him by every¬ 
one - Dewi and David 
in particular. 

He described it as an 
evening of warm friend¬ 
ship, brotherhood, a 
family, an honouring of 
old times and constant 
view to the future, what 
the game is all about, 
and what sport is about. 

Certainly David’s 
forceful character has 
helped promote and 
improve the game with 
David having a big 
influence in the estab¬ 
lishment of leagues dur¬ 
ing his time as WRU 
Secretary. 

Roger Davies, the 


former Glamorgan 
cricketer, also stood to 
thank David for his 
involvement with 
Glamorgan cricket, 
especially as president. 

Roger said, as every¬ 
one knows, he himself 
has become famous for 
two reasons; firstly for 
dropping Sobers when 
he hit six sixes in an 
over (although he did 
actually catch it before 
stumbling over the 
boundary), and second¬ 
ly for being struck on 
the head and almost 
killed when fielding in 
close. 

Roger was more than 
that, a great cricketer in 
his own right and a 
great judge of men, and 
he felt like many that 
David should have had 
a longer stint as 
Glamorgan president. 

Warmed by the com¬ 
ments of guest celebri¬ 
ties and also several 
speakers from the floor, 
who laid testament to 
David’s humbleness, 
honesty, enthusiasm, 
commitment, concern 


and unflaunting efforts, 
David once again took 
the mike, reminiscing 
on the first ever Supper 
Club with Steve 
Hansen, followed by 
Derek Bevan, who is as 
good a speaker as he 
was a referee. 

He spoke of his love 
of all sports, recalling 
the football World Cup 
of 1966 when he chauf- 
fered Dr Kaiser and 
managed to see all of 
England’s games plus 
many of the sights of 
Britain. 

His time involved 
with South Wales Police 
also brought fantastic 
memories. 

To conclude the 
evening, Llantwit Major 
RFC chairman, Alan 
Davies, presented David 
with new club ties. 

One thing for sure is 
that all who have been 
fortunate to have met 
David East concur that 
it is a pleasure to know 
him - a true giant in 
sport.

THE headline 
above is the first 
thought that 
springs to mind on 
stepping inside the 
XC60 T5 SE R 
Design because it’s 
fitted with a sophis¬ 
ticated and intelli¬ 
gent cruise control 
that literally thinks 
for the driver. 

It ensures that this 
crossover travels at the 
right speed and keeps 
the correct distance 
behind the car in front. 
This sees it braking and 
speeding up of its own 
accord. 

It’s not infallible 
though, because as I 
found, really torrential 
rain resulted in an 
unnerving ‘blocked 
radar’ warning appearing 
on the dash, instantly 
cutting out cruise con¬ 
trol. 

This was the worst 
rain I have driven in and 
it’s unfortunate that it 
highlighted this glitch. 
Once the rain eased the 
system worked again. 

At times, the radars 
were also a little too sen¬ 
sitive for my liking. For 
instance, when in the 
outside lane of the 



motorway the sensors 
became aware of vehi¬ 
cles in the middle lane, 
resulting in the XC60 
slowing down when 
there was no need - 
making for a jerky ride 
and frustrating perform¬ 
ance at times, but the 
idea is a good one that 
just needs a little 
improving, in my opin¬ 
ion. 

Aside from this, the 
Volvo handled the very 
unsympathetic weather 
battering with ease, its 
height ensuring that it 
could tackle widespread 
flooding. 

When the sun finally 
emerged, the massive 
panorama sunroof was 
greatly appreciated. This 
also provided a really 
light and airy feeling 
inside. 

In the XC60, Volvo 
has attempted to com¬ 
bine off-road ruggedness 


and practicality with 
sporty styling and safety. 
It has pretty much 
achieved this, too. The 
stylish vehicle is spa¬ 
cious, with a modern 
cabin, is family-friendly 
and less bulky looking 
than the larger XC90. 

On the road there is 
an excellent ride, mak¬ 
ing it a good long dis¬ 
tance companion. 
However, on shorter 
journeys it is noticeable 
that the automatic box, 
which feeds powers to 
all four wheels, is a little 
hesitant at times. 

The R-Design gives a 
sportier chassis, stiffer 
dampers, anti-roll bars 
and a colour-matching 
body kit. 

Volvo’s XC60 was 
launched in 2008, at the 
same time as the Audi 
Q5. The Swedish SUV 
has arguably helped 
Volvo shrug off its 


image as a maker of cars 
for old men. It has rein¬ 
troduced the manufactur¬ 
er to the younger drivers 
it once appealed to with 
the cool-looking PI800 
- synonymous with TV’s 
The Saint - in the ‘60s. 

Overall, it’s a well- 
built vehicle suitable for 
an active family, seeking 
style and practicality and 
if Volvo could improve 
its clever cruise control 
it would be almost per¬ 
fect.
